How  many  of  us  have  endeavored  to  create  a  picture  for  the  table  out  of 
irises?  And  have  we  given  up  in  despairl  The  tall  rigid  stems  that  we  demand 
in  our  garden  irises  most  certainly  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the  grace  needed 
for  the  dining  table.  In  England  Miss  Pesel  offers  a  prize  each  year,for  irises 
of  less  than  24"in  height.These  low-growing  irises  are  there  called  "Pesels". 
Two  years'  ago,  our  Miss  Williamson  coined  the  name  "Table  irises",  which  is  now 
in  general  use  in  America. The  requirements  for  this  class  are  small  dainty  flow¬ 
ers,  gracefully  poised  on  slender  wiry  stems; the  foliage  must  be  in  proportion.

The  early  dwarf  iris  fill  a  very  special  corner  in  the  gardener' s  heart  -  they 
bloom  so  early,  so  gaily,  so  fragrantly!  Cherish  a  few  of  the  named  varieties; 
plant  masses  of  the  unnamed  seedlings  for  a  colorful  carpet,  running  up  the  side 
of  the  rock  garden,  or  in  front  of  the  border.  For  best  results,  divide  every 
two  years,  soon  after  blooming,  using  a  little  well-rotted  manure  or  commercial 
fertilizer.  The  latter  may  also  be  applied  to  advantage  in  early  spring.

As  a 
rule,  these  irises  bloom  with  the  intermediates,  and  are  the  medium  height  that 
we  find  among  those  varieties.  Your  garden  picture  may  have  a  surprising  bit  of 
color  some  October  day,  if  you  will  plant  a  few  of  these  Re-bloomers  in  a  shelt¬ 
ered  location, where  they  may  develope  their  blossom  buds  early  enough  to  decide 
to  start  all  over  again  in  the  fall. 


SANGREAL  (J.Sass'35)  We  wonder  whether,  in  originating  and  namin^  this 
iris,  Mr.  Sass  felt  that  he  had  reached  the  end  of  his  quest!  It  is 
evidently  one  of  the  finest  of  the  yellow  intermediates-rebloomers 
that  has  appeared,  and  we  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  seeing  it 
in  bloom  this  year.

"To  see  them  is  to  love  them"  and  to  decide  that  one  must  have  a  few  of  these 
irises  for  the  perfect  garden  picture.  So  dainty  are  the  flowers  in  colorings  of 
purple  and  white  and  many  shades  of  blue;  so  graceful  are  the  clumps  of  narrow 
foliage;  so  cheery  are  the  plants  in  whatever  location  you  wish  to  place  them; so 
acceptable  are  the  blooms  for  table  decoration,  that  we  like  to  use  them  at  the 
pool-edge,  in  the  border,  and  in  shady  corners.  Plant  them  deep,  feed  them 
liberally  and  water  them  copiously.  Planting  may  be  done  either  in  the  spring  or 
after  the  blooming  period,  being  sure  to  keep  them  well  watered.

These  are  the  big  three-or  six-petalled  irises  that  stretch  the  iris  bloom¬ 
ing  time  into  July.  When  happily  established,  there  is  nothing  to  compare  with 
them  for  sheer  grace  and  beauty.  They  will  grow  in  the  full  sun,  but  are  hap¬ 
pier,  and  retain  their  colors  better,  if  they  can  have  partial  shade  during 
a  part  of  the  day.  They  like  a  heavily  manured  soil,  top-dressed  with  peatmoss 
or  more  manure;  and  if  one  wishes  to  see  the  blossoms  at  their  best,  lots  of 
water  should  be  given  while  they  are  in  bud  and  flower.  Plant  them  deep,  having 
at  least  2"  of  soil  over  the  crown  of  the  plants  -  i.e.,  where  the  roots  and 
leaves  join.  These  as  well  as  the  Siberians  can  be  planted  in  the  spring, sum¬ 
mer,  or  fall.  After  moving  keep  them  well  watered.
